Simbulan lived in North 
Andover and was a student at 
Babson College. Police de- 
scribed her as being approxi- 
mately 5 feet tall, weighing 110 
Ibs.. The last sighting of 
Simbulan occurred between 5- 
5:30°p.m. on August 1. 

‘The: Wilmington Police De- 
partment began their search 
on Tuesday with K-9 units 
around the area where her 
phone last left a signal called a 
"ping." On Wednesday morn- 
ing, they expanded their 
search and were joined by the 
Northeastern Massachusetts

from Lowell who assisted in 
the search. 

"Unfortunately, it's a sad 
outcome," said Chief Begonis 
at.the scene.

BOSTON — A Wilmington 
man charged with threaten- 
ing to burn down a local 
mosque is being held with- 
out bail until August 12. 

Patrick Keogan was arrest- 
ed last week after he 
allegedly made multiple 
threats online to burn down 
mosques and harm Muslims. 

On November 14, 2015, 
Keogan is alleged to have 
gone onto the Islamic 
Society of Boston Cultural 
Center (ISBCC)’s Facebook 
page and posted an image 
depicting a burning mosque. 
The image was superim- 
posed with the words “Burn 
your local mosque.” 

The ISBCC is a Roxbury- 
based center that provides 
“educational, spiritual, and 
social services to the New 
England Muslim communi- 


Keogan’s seeming delight in 


the destruction of Muslim 
structures and the endanger- 
ment of Muslim lives has 
been documented as far back 
as 2013. When Missouri’s only 
mosque was set fire to by an 
unknown vandal, Keogan 
posted, “Somewhere out there 
is an unknown hero. The peo- 
ple’s champion. A true God 
amongst mortal men. May 
your days be many & troubles 
be few my good man.” 

In November 2015, Keogan 
updated his status with the 
following statement: “Cana- 
da enters the Mosque Bur- 
ning Winter Olympics of 2016 
early! Who will take the 
Gold? Who will take the 
Silver? and WHO will take 
the Bronze??? We'll have to 
wait til the snow clears to 
find out folks but lets keep 
our fingers crossed for some 
fierce competition!

“WILMINGTON — The 
wit is continuing its proac- 
+ive_testing of water fixtures 
in response to recent reports 
of elevated lead and copper 
in’ school water supplies 
throughout the country. 

Since the close of the school 
year, the Town has expanded 
its testing to all faucets 
inelirding those found in 
classrooms and other loca- 
tions. Though not specifical- 
ly used for a source of drink- 
ing 5 ‘water or water used for 
food ieparation, the Town is 

very possible precau- 
tion to ensure the water is 
safe for drinking from these 
fixtures. 

The. Town recently re- 
ceived test results from 92 
fixtures located in the West 
Thtermediate School, Shaw- 

ebn. School, Middle 

ol, and the Boutwell 
School. The results indicate 
pee zrom 23 of the fixtures 


located in the West Inter- 
mediate School, Shawsheen 
School, and Boutwell School 
have lead levels at or above 
the “action level” of 15 parts 
per billion. 

The Public Buildings De- 
partment is working with 
the School Department to 
review the list of fixtures 
and develop a plan. The plan 
will include replacing those 
fixtures that are needed, and 
capping and removing fix- 
tures not needed for the 
effective operation of the 
school. 

The Wilmington Depart- 
ment of Public Works tests 
the Town’s water supply for 
lead, as required by the 
Environmental 

Protection Agency and 
Massachusetts Department 
of Environmental Protection 
regulations. It is not in the 
water source, however lead 
and copper can be evident if 


the fixtures where the water 
is coming from contain either 
of these metals. The evidence 
of lead and copper increases 
when a fixture has not been 
used in days or weeks. 

Lead and copper can be 
toxic metals if ingested in 
elevated doses. The Town is 
taking all necessary steps to 
eliminate the source of the 
exposure and ensure the 
water in the schools is safe 
to drink. 

The Board of Health en- 
courages parents to speak 
with their pediatrician if 
they are interested in testing 
their child for lead. 

The Town expects to receive 
additional test results from 
the remaining inventory of 
fixtures in the coming weeks. 
Fixtures found to be above 
the Action Levels for lead and 
copper will be taken out of 
service or replaced as quick- 
ly as possible.

landing a Black Hawk heli- 
copter on the baseball field, 
then opening it up for inter- 
ested parties to climb around 
inside. 

Wilmington resident Major 
Geoff Leonard piloted the 
helicopter down. 

“Coming here, you make a 
lot of friends and you start to 
know people,” said Leonard, 
who moved to Wilmington 
only a few years ago. “So 
when they can come and see a 
show-and-tell of what you do, 
it’s fun.” 

The spectacle does not 
lessen once the kids get an 
up-close look at what’s in- 
side the machine. 

“At first, it’s the noise,” 
Major Leonard said. “Once 
they can see all the switches 
and everything inside, be- 
tween the flight controls, the 
radios, there’s a lot of stuff 
beyond the awe factor.” 

Leonard, along with many 
other presenters and partici- 
pants in National Night Out, 
underlined the value of see- 
ing this equipment and these 
civil servants in a real-life, 
friendly situation, taking 
firefighters, soldiers, and 
police officers away from 
the fireworks of television 
and the Internet and giving 
flesh-and-blood reality to the 
professions. 

“They only know what they 
see on TV,” Leonard said. “Or 
what they see through vari- 
ous discussions with maybe a 
family member in the mili- 
tary. This gets us out there 
and shows that we’re there 
with the public.” 

That hands-on, personal 
approach is useful in any num- 
ber of ways. The Middlesex 
Sheriff’s department brought 
a trailer that has been retrofit- 
ted as a fire-safety module, 
allowing children to get safe 
practical and physical prac- 
tice with how to respond to 
dangerous situations. 

“This is the smoke trailer 
for the Middlesex County 
Sheriff’s office,” explained 
Lt. Bill Cavanaugh of the 
Fire Prevention Department. 
“They use it in conjunction 
with the SAFE program. 
What it’s used for is to teach 
kids fire safety, to recognize 
hazards within the home.” 

The “prop” has sets that

event on Tuesday evening. 


replicate unsafe conditions 
(including space heaters, 
candles, etc.) and has an 
upstairs section where simu- 
lated smoke is used to teach 
children to stay low to the 
ground, concluding with 
climbing out a ladder in the 
back to safety. 

“When we get them inter- 
acting with this prop, they 
get more out of it,” Cava- 
naugh, said. “They are actu- 
ally hands on. They’re rec- 
ognizing these things.” 

This sort of community out- 
reach has always been impor- 
tant, but it is even more criti- 
cal in the contentious times in 
which many communities 
find themselves embroiled. 
Angry and pro-police officer 
rhetoric has resulted in 
immeasurable stress and ten- 
sions within communities 
across the country, making 
the tight bond between police 
officers and townspeople that 
Wilmington has often prided 
itself in all the more essential. 

“T think people like that it’s 
a nice community evening,” 
said Officer Matthew Stavro, 
one of the organizers for the 
event. “I think every kid sees 
a police car or a fire truck 
and thinks that’s the great- 
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est job in the world. To us, it 
is. It’s stuff the kids get to 
see on TV, and now they get 
to see it up close.” 

Even out-of-town visitors 
found themselves deeply im- 
pressed by the event.

A- short time thereafter, 
he then watched from the 
dugout as his Rockies’ 
teammates scored two runs 
in the top of the ninth off 
reliever Jeurys Familia for 
the-2-1 victory. 

The win was huge for the 


Rockies, who had_ beaten. 


the Orioles in Baltimore 
the night before traveling 
to New York to take on the 
Mets for a 1:10 pm after- 
noon tilt. 

After his dramatic per- 
formance on Thursday, 
Oberg was back at it the 
next-night. He got out of a 
very similar jam and 
helped the Rockies win, 6-1 
over- the Mets before the 
team split the last two 
games of the four-game 
series. Colorado ended up 
going 9-2 on the il-game 
road trip against Atlanta, 
Baltimore and the Mets. 

As of Tuesday morning, 
the team was sporting an 
overall record of 52-53, 
were 4.5 games out of a 


- wild card spot, while being 


en pace for its best season 
since 2010. 

“Scotty Oberg is the hero 
of- that game,” said 
Rockies' manager Walt 
Weiss. after Thursday's 
win. “To come in with the 
bases loaded and nobody 
out and get out of that jam. 
He got the first batter, 
Johnson, who hit a ground- 
ball to Trevor (Story) at 
shortstop (for the force out 
at home) and then (later) 
gets out of the inning. I was 
hoping that he could get 
two outs with one pitch 
(and give up a run, but he 
did better than that). 

“All things considered, 

where we are at (and com- 
ing off a night game in 
Baltimore) this is our best 
win of the season. We have 
to win games to stay in this 
(playoff hunt). These were 
tough, tough circumstances 
with’ this quick turn- 
around.” 
“Back on July 23rd, Oberg 
was recalled from Triple-A 
for the third time this sea- 
son after not making the 
Major League team out of 
Spring Training. He 
appeared in 65 games last 
year as a rookie but started 
this season off with the 
Albuquerque Isotopes 
team. 

Since that recall - with 
veteran reliever Jason 
Motte: going on the disabled 
list - Oberg has been terrif- 
ic. In six appearances 


totaling 5.1 innings, he's 
given up just one run on 
three hits, while walking 
one and striking out three. 

In Thursday’s game, he 
utilized all four of his pitch- 
es - fastball, curve, slider 
and change-up - but it was 
his breaking stuff, which 
he has had trouble with at 
times - which was the dif- 
ference. 


Oberg fell behind Johnson . 


2-0 before getting him to 
ground out to Story at 
shortstop, who then threw 
to home where catcher 
Tony Walters tagged out 
Rene Rivera for the first 
out. Then came left-handed 
hitter Granderson, and 
Oberg has struggled this 
season against lefties. This 
at bat took seven pitches 
before Oberg got 
Granderson to chase a 3-2 
slider for the punch out. 
Three pitches to Flores, 
Oberg got out of the jam 
with a lazy pop up. 

“Tn that situation, I'm just 
thinking let's get the first 
batter and just try to help 
the team any way I could to 
get us a win,” said Oberg 
after the game while he 
was surrounded by the 
entire Rockies' media cir- 
cuit. “I was just thinking to 
attack (Johnson) and hope 
good things would happen 
from there. 

“The last couple of pitch- 
es to Granderson were slid- 
ers and that's what. I want- 
ed to do there. I wanted to 
keep it low and it swings 
and misses great, and if he 
puts the ball on the ground, 
hopefully we get a double 
play.” 

In the top of the ninth, the 
Rockies scored two runs on 
a single, a walk, a two- 
strike bunt beat out for a 
hit, a wild pitch and an 
infield hit. Certainly not 
the way the team drew it 
up on the board, but beat- 
ing Familia - who before 
last Wednesday had gone 52 
straight games without 
blowing a save and now 
blew two in a row - on the 
road after topping AL East 
first-place team Orioles the 
night before, is certainly an 
impressive two-wins, in two 
cities less than 24 hours 
apart. 

“It was definitely hard 
going from a night game to 
a day game (in two differ- 
ent states), the (cities) 
were close enough but still 
this was really good for us 
to come from behind and 
win this game,” said 
Oberg. “It was a great 
team win, all the way 
around. (Rockies' starting 
pitcher) Tyler (Anderson) 
pitched really well the 
entire game, the bullpen 
did its job and then the 
offensive guys got it done 
in the ninth.” 

The next night with the 
Rockies ahead 2-1 in the 
bottom of the eighth, Oberg 
again inherited a tough sit- 
uation. With two on and no 
outs, it took him just three 
pitches to get Travis 
d'Arnaud to ground out, 
Yeonis Cespedes to pop up 
and James Loney to ground 
out to escape another big 
threat. The Rockies added 
three runs in the top of the 
ninth to come away with 
the 6-1 win. 

"We'd rather not draw it 
up that way, but (Oberg) 
did it again," Weiss said 
after that win. "He's been 
real good over the last cou- 
ple seasons coming in with 
runners on. He's got that 
hard sinker and he makes

After two-month trip to minors and small © 
tweaks, Oberg returns to Rockies’ bullpen

QUEENS, NEW YORK - 
Back on Friday, May 20th, 
Scott Oberg was broken up 
into pieces, emotionally 
speaking. The Colorado 
Rockies announced that he 
was being sent down to 
Triple-A, just four days 
before the team would trav- 
eling to take on the Boston 
Red Sox with the hopes of 
Oberg fulfilling his lifelong 
dream of pitching at Fenway 

Park. 

He would get recalled in 
June but just for a day 
before being sent down 
again. He was recently 
called up on July 23rd and 
the former Tewksbury 
Memorial High School and 
UConn stand-out was able to 
regroup emotionally and 
physically from that 
heartache, which at this 
point of his young career, 
may have been the best 
thing to have happened to 
him. 

“We are excited to have 
him back,” said Rockies' 
manager Walt Weiss to this 
reporter in the team's 
dugout before Thursday's 
win over the Mets in New 
York. “He went down (to 
Triple-A) and worked on 
things and threw the ball 
very well down there. I feel 
like he is coming up here 
and hitting the ground run- 
ning. 

“I'm always comfortable 
putting Scotty in a game and 
in any situation. We believe 
in him. We really do and we 
like him a whole lot. We 
[Weiss and this reporter] 
talked last year and nothing 
has changed as we think 
very highly of him.” 

Before being sent down on 
May 20th, Oberg struggled 
at times with consistency, 
with command and would be 
prone to the home run ball. 
The majority of those home 
runs came off his breaking 


pitches, mostly the curve . 


ball. The Rockies then 
instructed Oberg to go back 
to Triple-A with the 
Albuquerque Isotopes and 
work on his secondary pitch- 


“He worked on his second- 
ary stuff. He just needs to be 


a little more consistent, and 
with his fastball command. 
He has a great fastball and 
when he commands it, he's 
lights out,” said Weiss. “I 
think it's just a matter of 
knowing when to throw 
those secondary pitches, the 
curveball and the slider. He 
has two different breaking 
balls and they are both very 
good pitches and just some- 
times he falls into patterns. 

“He can speed guys up with 
his fastball, but it seemed 
like it was his breaking ball 
which would get hit out (for 
home runs). It's just a mat- 
ter of setting the hitter up 
for that (out) pitch. You just 
want to avoid falling into 
patterns and getting 
ambushed.” 

Weiss added that if Oberg 
has command his best pitch 
a mid-to-high 90 mile per 
hour fastball, then the learn- 
ing curve will get much 
smaller. 

“Tf he has his fastball com- 
mand, everything falls into 
place after that,” said Weiss. 
“Harlier in some outings, he 
found himself in some bad 
counts so if he can get strike 
one and stay in good counts 


and this stuff which is plus, 
he should be very, very 
good. He just needs to be 
pitching in good counts and 
a lot of that has to do with 
his fastball command.” 
From May 23 to July 21, 
Oberg pitched 22 innings for 
the Isotopes giving up just 
four earned runs, on one 
home run while walking 
seven and striking out 29 and 
converting seven of eight 
save opportunities. 
“Obviously there was a 
period of disappointment 
and once I got over the emo- 
tional standpoint, I realized 
that it was better for me at 
that time,” said Oberg. “I 


- needed to go back down to 


Albuquerque, do what I 
needed to do and be patient 
through the process. I really 
couldn't worry about when I 
was going to get called up 
because there's so many 
things that were out of my 
control and I just needed to 
go out there and execute my 
pitches. 

“JT just tried to keep the 
best attitude I could in every 
game and that's all I could 
do. I just tried to keep it one 
day at a time and not think 
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about those things.” 

Throughout the time he 
was in Triple-A, Oberg said 
that teammate Adam 
Ottavino continued to help 
him regroup both mentally 
and physically. The two 
became close friends last 
year, and Ottavino has 
worked his way back from a 
serious arm injury. 

“He's been awesome,” said 
Oberg. “It's great seeing 
him back here pitching. We 
got to spend some more time 
together when he was on his 
rehabilitation assignment 
and we just always talk 
baseball. We just talk about 
how to execute our game 
plans whether it's on a bus 
or in the airport.” 

After a two-month stay - 
minus the one day call-up in 
June - Oberg was able to get 
on a plane and meet the 
Rockies on the past 11-day. 
road trip starting in Atlanta. 
He pitched in two games of 
that series, both scoreless 
outings. The team then went 
to Baltimore and _ last 
Monday night, Oberg faced 
just two batters, walking

Brothers will ride again for a great cause

The names Dereck and 
Stephen Downs will certain- 
ly be familiar to fans of 
Wilmington High Football. 

The brothers, both former 
Wilmington High Football 
Captains, with Dereck cap- 
taining the team in his sen- 
ior year of 2003 and Stephen 
serving as captain in his 
senior year of 2006, have 
both certainly made their 
mark on sports’ in 
Wilmington. 

But this weekend, the 
brothers still make it even 
bigger contribution to the 
sporting world, as the pair 
will compete in the annual 
Pan Mass Challenge (PMC), 
taking part in the 50-mile 
portion of the race, which 
starts and finishes at 
Wellesley's Babson College, 
helping to raise money for 
the Dana Farber Cancer 
Institute in their fight 
against cancer. 

Both brothers have com- 
peted in the PMC before, 
with this being Stephen’s 
second ride and it being 
Dereck's fifth. Stephen com- 
peted in the 180 mile 
Sturbridge to Provincetown 
ride back in 2011, while 


Dereck will be competing in. 


the 50-mile race for the 
fourth time, while he also 
took the Sturbridge to 
Provincetown trek back in 
2011 along with Stephen. 

It will be the first ride for 
both brothers since 2011, and 
although they are both expe- 
rienced in taking the ride, 
they are still both very excit- 
ed and = anxious for 
Saturday's event. 

"Tl am definitely still a little 
nervous," Stephen said. "I 
did, not do as much training 
as I wish I had done, but it is 
still always very exciting 
once you get out onto the 
course. It is always a lot of 
fun." 

Dereck added, "It is my 
fifth one so I sort of know 


what to expect but I always 
still wish I had more time to 
prepare. Every year you 
wish you had more time." 

The Downs brothers decid- 
ed to make their return to 
the PMC this year at least in 
part because their family 
has recently been tragically 
affected by breast cancer, as 
one of their aunts lost her 
battle with the disease back 
in February, while another 
is currently in remission. 

This year the brothers will 
be joined by there uncle, 
Dana Tarricone, of 
Atkinson, NH, whose wife, 
Lisa is currently in remis- 
sion. 

“It definitely feels different 
this year. Back in 2008, when 
we rode for the first time, we 
had a cousin that had been 
in remission for about 10 
years, but right now it is a 
much different situation,” 
Dereck said. “It will be 
great to ride along with our 
uncle.” 

Stephen agreed, that it will 
be great to be joined by their 
uncle, but he is a little nerv- 
ous about one thing. 

"It is really nice to have 
him go with us. The more 
riders the better it is, 
because you can push each 
other," Stephen said, before 
adding, "The only problem 
is, I think he will be in better 
shape than I am." 

While like most riders, the 
Downs brothers wish they 
had a little more time to 
train, they're also confident 
that once they get out on the 
road on Saturday they will 
find the extra push that they 
need. 

"It's always a good time, 
but the last time I did it I 
was five years younger and 
40 pounds lighter,” Dereck, 
31, said. “I've been athletic 
my whole life, so at that 
time I was not as far as 
removed from being a high 
school athlete who was in 
shape. But I'm still looking 
forward to the experience 
this year. 


"The crowd is always 
great. Everyone's there help 
each other out. Everybody is 
celebrating because they 
know they're there to help a 
very good cause. It is a real- 
ly nice thing to be around." 

"I think I can do it," 
Stephen, 29, said. "I have 
done the two day before so I 
think I can get through this. 
The thing is, even when you 
are tired, there are people in 
the streets supporting you, 
which is just amazing. They 
push you further than you 
ever thought you could go. 
They are holding up signs 
saying you’re almost there. 
It is very motivating." 

Derek and Steven will of 
course be helping each other 
while they are on the course, 
but they also helped each 
other out during their 
fundraising efforts leading 
up to the PMC. The brothers 
who own a vinyl siding com- 
pany in Wilmington, The 
Final, along with their dad, 
both have very busy sched- 
ules, and fundraising is not 
always easy. 

They will get a boost in 
their fundraising efforts in 
the days following the PMC, 
however. Riders are allowed 
to continue their fundraising 
efforts for one month after 
the event, and two very spe- 
cial people to the Downs 
brothers have stepped up to 
help. 

Dereck’s wife Jillian, and 
Stephen’s girlfriend Kelsey 
Kusa, work together at the 
Vanity Fair Hair Salon in 
Wakefield, and in the next 
couple of weeks, their boss, 
salon owner Katie Michaud, 
will dedicate an entire day 
of work to Dereck and 
Stephen, with all proceeds 
from the day going to their 
ride and to Dana Farber. 

“It is sometimes difficult to 
find the time to do fund rais- 
ing, because we are both self 
employed” Stephen said. 
“But having them do some- 
thing like that is a huge help 
for us.”

After eight consecutive 
years of riding in the Pan- 
Mass Challenge (PMC) and 
raising thousands of dollars 
each year for cancer 
research, you might think 
that a veteran rider like 
Glenn Carlson might be a 
little bored with the whole 
exercise, perhaps not as 
excited as he once was 
about participating in the 


’ great event. 


But that is certainly not 
the case for Carlson, as the 
54-year-old Tewksbury resi- 
dent will be back for a 
ninth consecutive year and 
is just as excited and anx- 
ious for this weekend's two 
day, 180 mile ride from 
Sturbridge to Wellesley as 
he was his first time taking 
to the course, back in 2008. 

Carlson, who has lived in 
Tewksbury for the past 28 
years after growing up in 
Wilmington, has participat- 
ed in various rides as part 
of the PMC, including the 
two-day event the past two 
years, has a little extra 
motivation this year, as if 
he needed it, as he will be 
joined on the course by his 
daughters, Cassandra, ° 27, 
and. Jenna, 23. 

It is actually Cassandra's 
PMC, while it is Jenna's 
third, and both will be par- 
ticipating in the 50-mile 
ride on Saturday. 

"It is definitely something 
I am looking forward to," 
Carlson said. "It is very 
exciting. The whole family 
goes down for the opening 
ceremony in Sturbridge, so 
we get to experience that 
together, and now my 
daughters are doing it as 
well, so that makes it even 
better. It is a great event." 

Carlson has been through 
the 180-mile ride enough to 
know what to expect over 
thé ‘two day event, with the 
first day covering a gruel- 


ing 111 miles, from 
Starbridge to Mass 
ioutine Academy in 


Bourne, while the second 
day covers 69 miles from 
Bourne to Wellesley. But as 
prepared as he is, you won't 
find Carlson plotting a race 
strategy or anything of that 
sort, as he clearly under- 
stands the purpose of the 
annual event. 

"I just sort of go with it. 
It's a ride, and not a race," 
Carlson said. "You get rest 
stops after every twenty- 
five or thirty miles so it's 
not that bad. It is more like 
a series of twenty-five mile 
rides , instead of a one-hun- 
dred and eighty mile ride." 

Which isn't to say that 
Carlson just hops on a bike 
every August and casually 
pedals 180 miles across 
Massachusetts. There is 
plenty of training involved, 
with Carlson devoting 
months of training in 
preparation for the event. 

"J try to get in four or five 
rides per week. I will usual- 
ly do ten or twelve miles 
during the week, and thirty 
or forty miles on week- 
ends," Carlson said. "But 
really once you start the 
ride (at the PMC), it actu- 
ally goes by pretty fast. 
People along the route keep 
you going." 

Like many riders, Carlson 
says the enthusiasm of the 
crowds along the route, 
along everybody else asso- 
ciated with the PMC, is a 
great source of motivation. 

"The crowd is great. It's 
the same with the other rid- 
ers, and the people at the 
water stops, really every- 
body involved in the ride," 
Carlson said. "They are 
such nice people. 
Everybody involved in it is 
really great. Most of the 
people are riding for a rea- 
son, so we have got a com- 
mon cause.” 

Part of the cause for 
Carlson is riding in support 
of his mother, whom he lost 
to cancer a few years back, 
making the ride extra spe- 
cial to him in recent years. 
But even prior to his mom's 
passing, Carlson had 
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The Carlson Family from left, eeeeanaie Glenn, sennh and Mary en 


always thrown his heart 
and soul into the ride, 
including everything from 
the training to the all 
important fund raising 
aspect of the event. 

The PMC requires each 
rider to reach a minimum 
amount of fund raising, and 
for the riders in the 180- 
mile event, that amount is 
$4,000. Carlson has been 
lucky enough to surpass 
that minimum each year 
thanks to some loyal and 
generous friends and fami- 
ly members, who are 
always willing to step up 
and help. 

Carlson also tries to do his 
part to recognize those who 
help him in the fight 
against, cancer. 
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"We have people calling us 
in February, to find out 
when we are going to start 
our fundraising," Carlson 
said. "We have a really 
good group of people who 
help us out every year. Over 
the years when we start our 
fundraising, we tell people 
what we're doing and we 
tell them that if somebody 
they know has cancer to let 
us know about it, and we 
will put their names on rib- 
bons and I wear them for 
the ride." 

Carlson has been fortu- 
nate to reach his fund rais- 
ing goals, so much so that 
he is now redirecting his 
donations to help his 
daughters. 


"My daughters are just

starting out with it, so once 
I reached my goal, I have 
been asking people to 
direct their donations to 
them," Carlson said. 

Those who look forward to 
Carlson's fund raising 
efforts can rest assured 
that he will be back on the 
course next year at this 
time. His enthusiasm for 
the ride has never wavered, 
so much so that when he 
crosses the finish line this 
year, he will already be 
looking ahead to 2017. 

"T feel like everyone 
should ride at least once. I 
can't describe the feeling 
that you get while you're 
riding. The crowds and 
everything else just make it 
an incredible experience," 
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Carlson said. "As soon as I 
finish this year's ride, I will 
start thinking about next 
year. The event just does so 
much good, that I can't 
help but looking forward to 
the next year."

TEWKSBURY -- The 
Tewksbury Summer Track 
Meets for Kids is currently 
in full swing this summer. 
Every Thursday children of 
all ages and abilities have 
the opportunity to run differ- 
ent races at the track at 
Tewksbury Memorial High 
School. 

Run by two sisters, Chris 
Stone and Kerry Quinn, the 
program is seeing a lot of 
suecess this summer. It has 
been the biggest year yet for 
thé program with over 200 
kids participating. Stone and 
Quinn once participated in a 
similar program when they 
were kids. When the original 
program ended, they took it 
upon themselves to bring it 
back to Tewksbury. 
Children have the opportu- 
nity to run races of varying 
distances from 50, 100, 200, 
400, 800 yards to 1 mile. By 
the time it gets to the longer 
distances, which would be 
from one, two, or four laps 
around the track, the races 
trickle down to less runners 


each time. 

One girl said her favorite 
race is the mile because she 
is determined to beat her 
younger brother in that race 
even though she prefers run- 
ning shorter distances. 

The races are divided up 
by age and gender, with the 
youngest children running 
first. Some of the younger 
children have encourage- 
ment from their parents who 
will often times run along- 
side them, so they will finish 
the race. Each child is 
awarded a ribbon upon com- 
pletion of a race whether it 
be a first, second, or third 
place ribbon, or a participa- 
tion ribbon. And, before they 
leave, kids get to have a 
refreshing freeze pop to help 
them cool off. For many 
kids, that is their favorite 
part. 

One mother, Kara Murray, 
has two children that partic- 
ipate in the meets each 
week. She called her six- 
year-old daughter a 
“diehard” and said that “she 
loves it and practices all the 
time.” On the other hand, 
her five year old son will run 


in the races but really 
enjoys the fact that he gets 
to socialize with his friends. 
This year is the second year 
the Murray children have 
enjoyed the meets. 

The program wouldn’t be 
where it is though without 
the help of some wonderful 
people. Organized by John 


-Voto, the Police Athletic 


League, or PAL, donated t- 
shirts for all the participat- 
ing children to receive. 
Aaron and Mike from 
Heroes Sports Shirts were 
able to accommodate this 
order in just a days’ notice, 
helping to make the children 
receiving the shirts last 
Thursday very happy. The 
Tewksbury High Athletic 
Director, Ron Drouin, has 
been very accommodating 
for the program and helping 
with its needs. 

And, Tewksbury High track 
coach John Byrnes has been 
great about getting the word 
out about the program and 
recruiting “amazing” high 
school volunteers, as Chris 
Stone called them. Stone and 
her sister are very grateful 
for everyone who helps 
make each week a success.

‘Knew that the heat would 
likely prohibit her from 
Posting as great a time as 
‘she ‘might have liked, and he 
‘knew-she hadn’t been able to 
‘do. quite a much training as 
‘she -would have liked but she 
thad-told herself at the start 
‘of the race that she would 
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somehow cross the finish 
line in front of the famed 
Green Monster at Boston's 
legendary Fenway Park, and 
she was not about to let her- 
self, or those cheering her 
on, down. 

Correa did indeed cross the 
finish line, in a time of 
1:17.12, an extremely satisfy- 
ing finish given what she 
was battling through during 
the race. She had taken part 
in the event once before, 
three years ago, when the 
race was run on a beautiful 
spring day, May 4th 2013, 
which also happened to be 
her 19th birthday, and post- 
ed a faster time, but an 89 
degree day in late July pre- 
sented a different scenario, 
not to mention the fact that 
she may have been in better 
condition her last time out. 
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“T had played soccer and 
(competed in) track in high 
school, so even though I was 
not playing anymore in col- 
lege I was definitely in much 
better shape than I am 
now,” Correa said. “This 
time around was a lot hard- 
er to train. That was the 
hardest part for me. I felt 
like I might not have been in 
the best shape last time 
either, but it was much hard- 
er this time, especially due 
to the heat" 

But despite those obsta- 
cles, Correa still showed the 
heart of an athlete and dug 
deep to get to the finish. 
One of the things that kept 
her going throughout the 
race was the presence of the 
many veterans along the 
course cheering her and the 
other competitors on, as 
well as many current mem- 
bers of the military who had 
taken to the course them- 
selves, not to mention the 
crowds lining the streets of 
Boston. 

"The crowd is so inspiring, 
cheering you on. And every 
year there is an ex-military 
person who talks before the 
race,” Correa said. “The 
gentleman who spoke to us 
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before the race was very 
inspiring. 

"Also, there are also a lot 
of veterans are who are run- 
ning and watching, and then 
a lot of active military who 
are running in all of their 
gear. It was a really great 
environment," Correa said. 
"And you had to think your- 
self, if they can do it in all of 
their gear, that I can do it." 

The first time Correa had 
run this race three years 
ago, she did not have any 
personal connection to any- 
one in the military. That still 
did not stop her, as she want- 
ed to run simply to support 
all veterans. But this year, 
and years in the future will 
have a more special mean- 
ing for Correa, as her 
boyfriend, Nathan Mooney 
will be joining the National 
Guard in August. 

“The first time I ran was 
when I was in school at 
Suffolk, and I just felt like it 
would be nice to do it. I had 
no family members in the 
military at the time, but I 
just did it because it was a 
great cause,” Correa said. 
“Everybody was so support- 
ive, and I was able to do a lot 
of fund-raising. I've always 


respected the military very 
much, so it was really some- 
thing I wanted to do. 

Next year (Mooney) will be 
on board, running with me. 
This year he was there sup- 
porting me. He leaves in 
August for basic training.” 

And next year, with 
Mooney alongside, Correa 
intends to hit that famous 
finish line even sooner than 
she did this year. That is 
her goal, and as she proved 
this time around, when she 
sets a goal for herself, she 
gets the job done. 

"With not having as much 
training as I wish you could 
have done, and with the heat 
and everything I was actual- 
ly pretty happy with my 
time,” Correa said. "My 
goal for this year was just to 
finish. I felt like if people 
with all of these issues could 
do it, then I could do it. I 
was not worried about my 
time, I just wanted to finish. 
But next year's goal will be 
to do even better. I want to 
be super prepared."

Correa’ realizes that 
despite any training she 
might put in, her participa- 
tion still would not be possi- 
ble without the support’ of 
family and friends who 
helped with her fundraising, 
which of course is the main 
function of the race. She is 
grateful for all of the sup- 
port she has received. 

"Fundraising can be diffi- 
cult, because things are 
hard for everybody right 
now,” Correa said. “But I 
was lucky enough to get a lot 
of support from a lot of peo- 
ple, especially people who 
live on my street. I really 
appreciate everyone who 
was able to reach out and 
support me. It really helped 
me a lot."

“Everytime you walk the 
lead-off guy, it's not ideal, 
but Scotty is young and he 
has a great idea of what he's 
trying to do (with every bat- 
ter),” said Rockies' catcher 
Nick Hundley. “He has 
tremendous stuff. It's con- 
stant adjustments. This 
game is very hard and it's 
all about adjustments. With 
him going up and down, he 
knows the things that he 
needed to work on and to get 
back and pitch in the spots 
that he's been pitching for 
us.” 

Since Oberg has been back 
with the Rockies, Hundley 
said he has noticed a big dif- 
ference. 

“His stuff is sharp. He is 
refining his command and 
his fastball has a lot of life. 
Sometimes it's a work in 
progress so it's a matter of 
commanding it, but he has 
incredible make-up and I 
think his mindset is that way 
too,” he said. 

The mindset is always the 
toughest hill to climb. The 
day-in-day-out grind of the 
Major Leagues is tough 
enough, but going up and 
down from the minors to 
majors, and as Weiss said 
having confidence and belief 
are two different things. 
Oberg was asked if he feels 
more confident now than he 
did at this time last year as 
a rookie. 

“J think so,” he answered. 
“T think it's just about being 
consistent in the zone and 
having that confidence to 
attack the zone and let the 
defense do its thing. I just 
try to go out there and take 
it one pitch at a time. I just 
try not to do too much and 
just try to help the team 
win.” 

Oberg was then asked 
about that mental approach, 
and how difficult it is not to 
overthink or get ahead of the 
task at hand. 

“Right now I'm just taking 
it as even keel. I'm not put- 
ting pressure on myself say- 
ing 'I got to do this or that’.
